Mediation Headquarters, Clifton Ho- 
tel, Niagara Falls, Ont., May 25. — 
That the: delegates ot President 
Uuerta bad accejited a proposal by 
tbe *'A-B-C" medifitors tbat a commiB- 
sion of leading Mexicans be created to 
govern Mexico provisionally was a re- 
port in general circulation here. The 
American delegates were summoned 
to the mediation headquarters at noon, 
shortly after the Huerta delegates and 
tlie Latin-American envoys had held 
a conference. 

In order to have a commission 
chosen to govern Mexico, it would be 
necessary- for Huerta to retire from 
office. Not only did tbe report indi- 
cate tbat the Mexicans had accepted 
the proposal, but they also intimate 
that the Huerta delegates had pre- 
sented a t«itative nst of saiuea to be 
taken under consideration of members 
of tbe commission. 

Worl<lng Basis ■> Reached. 

Tbat at least a working basis of agree- 
ment had been reached was shown 
when Justice Jos^h R. Lamar, one 
of the American delegates, announced 
that the first full coHference would 
be held at the request of the media-

The depositors 
and oth&r cr#aito^s of the bank, which 
had a capital stock of only $40,000, and 
was In the habit of paying 28 per cent 
a year dividends upon the stock, the 
400 shares of which were quoted at 
$230 a share, numbered approximately 
1,000.

General Robles, who has 
3,500 men under his command »s Los 
Bajos, northwest of Vera Cntt, has 
promised his soldiers to lead them 
against tbe Americans within four 
days. 

The federal commander made this 
pledge in answering complaints of bis 
men against ^ inaction and hunger. 
, General Robles is a subordinate of 
General Navarette, who has repeat- 
edly declared that the Mexican troops 
would not violate the truce.

— For the second 
time Charles E. Becker, former police 
lieutenant, occupies a cell in Tombs 
prison as the convicted murderer of 
Herman Rosenthal, gambler, for tbe 
actual kllHng of whom the fOnr gnn- 
I men paid the penalty In the deetric 
I chair a little more than a month ago. 
I Now, as on Oct. 25, 1912, following 
his first conviction for the murder of 
Rosenthal. Becker's only hope to es- 
' cape the fate of the gunmen lay in 
tbe success ot an appeal from the ver- 
dict On Friday Becker will be sen- 
tenced, and soon thereafter he will be 
returned to the death house at Sing 
Sing prison, which he left last Febru- 
ary on the order of the court of ap- 
peals that be be given a new trial. 

An appeal by Becker's counsel, 
which Is certain to be made, will act 
as a stay of execution, giving Becker 
more than a year to live, and with it 
the hope of Another reversal of the 
Judgment of the trial court. 

The verdict of guilty by the jury, 
returned after four hours and Ave 
minutes of deliberation, came as a 
shoek to Becker, his devoted wlfto and 
his lawyers. They had hoped for 
acquittal; they had expected a dis- 
agreement, but had not for a moment 
thought ■ that a Jury would convict 
Becker after tbe court ot appeals de- 
cision. 



Attorney Folk Declares If Millionaire 
Is Well Enough to Attend Direc- 
tors' Meeting He Can Appear 
Before Commerce Body. 

Washington, May 26. — ^Revelations 

by Charles S. Mellen as to the finan- 
cial practises of the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford railroad have 
caused the interstate commerce com- 
mission to consider an investigation 
at other large railroad systems. It 
was learned here that if the commis- 
sion decided to thrust its probe into 
other systems the New York Central 
is likely to be the first to come under 
the spotlight of publicity. 

Chief Counsel Folk of the commis- 
sion said: 

"I think that an investigation ot 
the New York Central would result in 
disclosures as gi'eat as those made 
in connection with the New Haven." 

Senator Norrls of .Nebraska, who in- 
troduced the resolution on which the 
New Haven investigation was based, 
Is considering the introduction of a 
similar measure in connection with 
the N^w York Central. 

Rockefeller Must Testify. 
Neither ph; filcians' certificates of 
illness UOT any other excuses will be 
accepted .by Solicitor Folk for the non- 
appearance of William Rockefeller 
and other directors of the New Haven 
under subpoena to appear in the com- 
mission's New Haven investigation. 
Solicitor Folk stated. "If Mr. Rocke- 
feller is able to attend New Haven di- 
rectors' meetings, as it appears he has 
done in the last few days, be is suf- 
ficiently improved in health to appear 
in Washington," said Folk. 

Under present conditions the chief 
counsel said, William Rockefeller, 
George MacCullough Miller, Samuel C. 
Morehouse and H. M. Kochersperger, 
whom Folk adescribed as constituting 
the sick list, will have to testify "or 
suffer the consequences." ^Ik Inti- 
mated fhat contempt proceedings 
might be instituted. Mr. Miller's ail- 
ment, according to Folk, seems to be 
senility, and Samu^ C. Morehouse 
and H. M. Kochersperger are suffer- 
ing from nervous proetratian. 
Will. Shake Up Directors. 
DeVere H. Warner, a New Haven 
director, will be one of the next wlt>- 
nesses to be heard. Folk expects to 
gain from him considerable Informa- 
tion about somnolence at directors' 
meetinga He expects to bring out 
that many directors had so little In- 
terest in the matters before the board 
that they used the time consumed by 
directors' meetings to slip in forty or 
more winks. 

Folk feels that tbe directors knew 
that any protest they might, have 
made, had they givjen close attention 
to the proceedings, would have been 
useless in view of the fact that Mor- 
gan and other higher-ups shaped the 
policies usually formulated by tbe di- 
rectors. 

It is not unlikely that mwe may be 
heard from Mellen. In the event that 
some of the next witnesses' to be 
heard make statements Involving him 
in matters concerning which he has 
not testified, he may be recalled.

N the Union Army of the Poto- 
mac, serving under General Mc-. 
Clellan, were three mei^ each 
having a. claim on the throne oT 
France. They were tlie Count of Par- 
Is, pretender to the throne; his broth- 
er, the Duke of Chartres, aud the 
Prince de Joiuville, who was uncle to 
the two others. They were memljers of 
the royal house of France, removed 
from the Boverdgnty by the revolution 
of 184& The m>resentatlTe one of the 
three princes was the Count of Pails, 
for he would have been kius of P'ranee 
If the royalists had been able to t'S- 
tabllsh him there. 

Although the Count of Paris was on 
headqoaTtera dnty— he served aa a cap- 
tain and ald-de-camp under the title 
of Louis Philippe d'Orleans— he was 
by no means a carpet knight, but one 
of the rough and ready soldiers who 
braved danger and hardships with his 
American comrades like a yeoman, 
prince though he was and king that 
might b& The fact that he was a 
student and observer as well as a dar- 
ing man of arms no doubt gave a so- 
ber hue to the personal recollections 
Of the war which he published In Eu- 
rope and America, yet his observations 
are so frank and earnest that, coining 
from a foreigner of rank so exalted, 
they have all the interest of the most 
stirrlns: narratives. 

The count reached Washington short- 
ly after the battle of Bull Run, when 
Scott was general in chief, and was 
assigned to daty an the staff of Mc- 
Clellan, who bad just arrived on the 
Potomac to command the forces in 
front of the capital. In those days the 
army was being created from the mob 
of Tohinteers, and tbere were many 
sights strmnge to the eyes of observant 
foreigners.

Jesos and Us party are on their

It led him between 
Samaria and Galilee (v. ll, marg.) and 
into, or through, an unknown, un- 
named village. To us this is the most 
heroic and momentous moment in his- 
tory. Jems knew that Us boor was at 
hand. He knew all that awaited Um 
in Jerusalem, yet he "set his face 
as a flint" and nothing could turn him 
from his purpose, his crowning work. 
Jesus, however, was never too busy or 
in too great haste to do a deed of 
compassionate mercy. 

The Type of Sin. 
I. A Great Need, w. 11-14. — We are 
familiar with the awfulness of leprosy 
and that it is a type of sin. Like sin, 
leprosy b^ilns within, is insidious in 
its progress; It defies, shuts men out 
of the sode^ of the dean. It renders 
Its victims helpless and hopeless, has 
no remedy and receives no help from 
men; in consumes and finally kills. 
This was a terrible spectacle that 
greeted Jesus' eyes as he entered the 
village, for these lepers were com- 
pelled to live on the outside. Notice 
(▼. 12) that they stood "afor oT' 
(Eph. 2:13), indeed, so fhr off that 
they were compelled to "lift their 
voices" in order to make known their 
raquest, although it may have been 
that the disease had reached their 
▼oeal ovsias. Tlie Monle. law oom- 
peDed the leper thus to stand af^r off. 
Liov. 13:45, 46. Their salutation was 
the cry of the needy made to one In 
authority. The word "Master" here 
used is not that which usually means 
teacher, but rather one that would be 
applied to one in authority, an ap- 
pointee or a commander. They must 
have either recognized his power or, 
having heard of his miracles they ap- 
pealed to him to exercise a like power 
on their behalf. There was no other 
who could possibly give them relief, 
even «o the sinners' only hope is to 
meet Jesns. He, and he alone, can 
cleanse them from their uncleanness 
and wretchedness. Jesus never 
passed that way again, this was their l 
only opportunity. Their need drove j 
them to him. Ofttlmes our distress : 
and need are blessings in disgaise in 
that they drive us to Jesus. Though 
afar off, jnd though only one drew 
nigh (v. 16), yet It was the privilege otj 
th%m all, as it is also our privilege to 
draw nigh," Eph. 2:13. Their cry 
di4 not fall upon deaf ears (Isa. &9:1). 
It was a brief, but to the pdnt. peti- 
tion. They knew what they needed and 
drove straight to the point. Their ap- 
peal to his mercy met with Immediate 
response, so also will the cry of the 
needy sinner meet with a like re- 
sponse (Rom. 10:13). The record does 
not teli Qs about the faith of these 
men and it is useless fOr us to spec- 
ulate. The cry of ftdth will have its 
answer. Matt. 9:29. Their prayer was 
brief, it must have been humble, be- 
lieving, earnest and specific, for when 
"he saw them" (v. 14) he gave direc- 
tions as to the manner whereby they 
might be cleansed. He could have 
spoken or have touched them, but 
his way at that time was to utter a 
command. This resulted in (a) a ful- 
filling of the law, (b) a test for their 
faith, (c) a testimony to the priests. 
They showed their genuine earnest- 
ness by immediate obedience, they 
took him at his word. The record Is 
wonderfully suggestive, "as they went 
they were cleansed." Faith and works, 
obedience and results. When we act 
upon his simple yet sublime word we, 
too, win receive a blessed answer to 
our every need. As we look to him, 
our great high priest, as we take our 
eyes off of self, we shall be cleansed. 
John 14:21,23. 

Bore Witness Before Men. 

II. A Grateful Heart, vv. 15-19.— The 
revelation of cleansing brought differ- 
ent results to these lepers. "One 6f 
them" came back at once to^ezpress 
his gratitude. Before he could scarce- 
ly speak his petition, now he cries 
with a "loud voice." This is a sugges- 
tion as to the completeness of his 
cure. He at once uses his restored 
voice to "glortfy God," and it looks as 
thoois^ he bore this witness before he 
testified to men; (a) .being healed 
seems also to have opened his eyes 
as to the character of Jesus. He not 
only returned thanks, but "worshiped 
him." Nor does Jesus refuse to ac- 
cept RDOh worship — an evidence of his 
deity, see Acts 15:25,26; John 5:23 
and Heb. 1:6. 

The nine were too occupied in re- 
joicing with their friends, too busy 
with fulfilling duties from which they 
had long been separated, to express 
their thanks. It is significant that 
this one was a Samaritan — "a stran- 
ger." This is the one whonr less 
would be expected, yet Luke records 
other good things about the Samari- 
tan, ch. 10:33-35.

There was nothing unusual about j 
iDavis' fighting on the Union side, for 
ifn the border states whole Federal 
(laments were made up of their dti- 
sens.

buvis iu oilier res'jiects was a good 
jifitured fellow, perfectly fearless and 
eeemed to have no selfishness in his 
nature— iudeoJ. v> is a t.yi)e of tlie real 
southern t;pMtkni;m.

to an old Maryland family, that he 
held a commission as lieutenant colo- 
nel in the Confederate army and was

Davis was sentenced to be hanged. 
His family might have saved his life 
had he been convicted of desertion. 
Indeed, they were handicappM, know- 
ing that he was a spy— in fact, nn of- 
ficer of high rank in the Confederate 
army. Tlie best they could do for him 
was to obbiin a change in the mode 
of his death. The sentence was made 
shooting instead of Hanging. 

Davis maintainied the same coolness 
of outward appearance to the moment 
I of his death. Before he was a spy of 
\ the enemy; now he was one of nature's 
princes.

WsBblngton. — President Wilson has 
pitched a headquarters tent in the old- 
fashioned flower garden lying just 
south of the on»story annex, which 
forms the east approach to the White 
House. He has Bade up Us mind 
tliat he wHl spend a large part of the 
summer in Washington and as the 
summers here notoriously are hot, he 
intends to get all the breezes and 
fresh air that he can while at his try- 
ing administration work. 

Unlike two of his predecessors in 
office, Tlieodore Roosevelt and Wil- 
liam Howard Taft, Woodrow Wilson 
has not been able to get all the exer- 
cise that he needs to keep himself in 
perfect phyq^cal trim. Physicians say 
continuous fresh kbe wm make up to 
some extent for tlie lack of bodily ex- 
ercise. It must not lie understood 
that the president Is a sick man, for 
he Is not; he simply is somewhat 
tired and has determined to do that 
which will overcome the tired feeling 
as much as possitrie. Mr. Wilson is 
no more tired. perhai>s, than are other 
workers in Washington, but it must 
be remembered that he has about 
twice as much to do and a great many 
times as mjch anxiety as fall to the 
lot of other officials In the capital city. 

When Mr. Taft came into office 
there were many alteritlons made la 
the east wing of the White House, 
where the cabinet room, th^ presi- 
dent's private office and Uie offices of 
the clerical force are located. Tbe 
president's office la a' circular room in 
the south side of the office annex. It 
communicates by a passageway with 
the office of the private secretary, 
which Is at the southwest comer of 
the building. The ontlook from the 
president's room and from the cabi- 
net room as well and from one end of 
Secretary Tumulty's room Is over the 
great south grounds of the ^Tilte 
House and on to the monument and 
beyond that to the Potomac river. 
Tent Site Well Protected. 

The change which President Taft 
made necessitated an encroachment 
on the grounds of the tennis court, 
where President Roosevelt 'and his 
tennis cabinet played games almost 
daily for the seven years In which 
the coloiiol was In the WhitP House. 
It the tennis court had not been built 
upon it would have made an Ideal 
site for President Wilson's outdoor 
camp, for It would have been dose to 
S*^oretary Tumulty's office and to thfe 
offices of the executive clerks.

3, 1803, and was thns 110 years bid 
when he journeyed from bis home in 
Beaver Brook, N. Y.. to Gettysburg.

"The weather was bitterly cold for 
that part of the country, and, following 
as it, did the batties at Fort Henry, the 

wounded of our army suffered terribly. 
All of our troops were In sore need of 
tents and even blankets. 

"Tbe fort was right on the banks of 
the Cumberland and consisted of strong 
outer works, with almost impregnable 
inner works iu the shape of a square. 
About 4 o'clot k of the first day of the 
fight I was standing near the colonel 
of our regiment, the Second Iowa in- 
fantry, who was Colonel J. M. Tuttle. 
General Smitli. whom we all knew by 
sight, came riding up and addressed 



hlniself to Colonel Tattle in Uie hear 
Ing of all the men. - 

" 'Do you believe God ever made meo 
brave enough to take the fort on yon- 
der bilir asked General Smith, point- 
ins to the grim fort on the river bank. 

"•Yes.' replied Cotonel Tuttie lacon 
ically, and he promptly ordered Uie 

"There was a heavy abatis of feUed 
trees between our position and the fort, 
which lay in such position that when 
we charged tiie Confederates could not 
reach m until we were withii ni out 
a thousand yards of them. Tbei;e were 
57G men in our regiment when they 
moved fom-ard. and at the IMt ▼<^. 
after we got within the fatal tlioa- 
sand yard Umit, nearly half of the men 
feu kUled or wounded. There were ex 
actiy 296 of our regiment kiUed or 
wounded witiiln three minutes after 
the action began. ^ 

"Those of us left rushed up, ana SO 
fierce was the onslaught that that part 
of tbe field was dubbed by Uie Confed- 
erate the 'Hornets' Nesf and our bri- 
gade was ni<*nan»e* ^le 'hornets' Nest 
brigade.' which appeUatlon is "tlU car- 
ried by tl»aarrtvor» and always ailiw- 
ed to at Memorial day exercises in 
Iowa."

very advanced age. An interesting in- 
cident of tlie encampment was the pho- 
tographing together of Weiss and Colo- 
nel .Ttjhn L. f.'lem. who was the young- 
est veteran at tbe Gettysburg encamp- 
ment. Colonel Clem was only sixty-one 
at the time of the reunion, although 
that occurred fifty years after tlie bat- 
tle.

Washington.— Prohibition and wom- 
an suffrage are today squarely before 
tbe boose of r apraoo ntatlves as ques- 
tions to be voted . upon. ' For years 
tbe friends of both oaasee have been 
attempting to secure record votes on 
the questions In bouse and senate and 
for years they have failed. Now it 
seems likely that the prohibition 
amendment will be voted on in the 
bouse before the adjournment of .the 
present session. Suffrage possibly 
may have to watt. 

The two subjects are before the 
bouse in the form of propoued amend- 
ments to tbe constitution of the 
United States. They both have been 
in the keeping of the Jodioitoy eom- 
mittee for some time, and if things 
were as they used to be In congress 
It is probable the committee never 
would have reported them to the 
bouse. The members of the commit- 
tee, however, were moved by the 
constant diarges made by tbe friends 
of both suffrage and prohibition that 
they did not dare report the amend- 
ments and that they were holding 
them ba«k also because the represent- 
atives did not care to be put on rec- 
ord for or against either amendment. 

Fbr a long time snlBragiBts and ad- 
vocates of prohibition have been urg- 
ing members of tbe bouse to see to 
it that both amendments were brought 
to a Yote. The answers which the 
prohlhttionists and tbe suffragists re- 
ceived were alike in vfartoally every 
instance. The proponents of the 
amendments were told that the ju- 
diciary committee bad not acted and 
that nothing could be done unless 
that body made a ret/ari. 

Put Up to the House. 

So it was that the monbers of the 
Judieiary committee were made the 
targets and they resented what they 
said was the throwing on their shoul- 
ders by the other representatives of the 
blame for inaction. The committee 
resolved to let the house fight the 
matter out for itself, and it has re- 
ported both amendments, although no 
recommendation was made for pas- 
sage or for non-passage of the two 
proposals. 

I taere is some humor In the situa- 
tion <n whieh the house finds itself 
today. There are plenty of members 
of congress who think that prohibition 
mav be a good thing and yet who 
fear that If they vote for the amend- 
! ment all the forces of the liquor in- 
i terests in the United States will be 
used to compass their defeat. On the 
other hand they are afraid that If they 
vote against the amendment ail the 
forces of prohibition and of the tem- 
perance cause generally will he used 
against them at the polls. 

On the- proposed suffrage amend- 
ment to the oonstttatlon the position 
of the rep r e sen tatives Is much like 
that In wbiidi they find themselves 
on the question of prohibition. Wom- 
en vote In a good many states al- 
ready, and woman has a tremendous 
Influence in whatever state she lives. 
Representatives do not like the Idea 
of having the suffrage influence 
against them and they do not like the 
idea of having the anti-suffrage in- 
fluence against them. They are in a 
peculiar position and It seems to 
some observers in Washington that 
they wl# do what all representatives 
ought to do, vote as they believe and 
"let 'the consequences be what they 
may." 

Provision for Prohibition. 

The prohibition amendment to the 
constitution which has been proposed 
and upon which the house probably 
must vote declares that scientific re- 
search "has demonstrated that alcohol 
is a narcotic poison, destructive and 
degenerating to tbe human organism 
and that Its distribution as a bever- 
age or contained In food lays a stag- 
gering economic burden upon the 
shoulders of tbe people, lowers to an 
appalling degree the average standard 
of character of our citizenship, there- 
by undermining the pnUie morals and 
the foundation of free institutions, 
produces widespread crime, pauperism 
and insanity, Inflicts disease and un- 
timely death upon hundreds of thou- 
sands of .citizens and blights with 
degeneracy their children unborn, 
threatening the ttttnre Integrity and 
the very life at the natton." 

Following this preamble the real 
amendment to tbe constltntlon is pro- 
posed. It forbids the sale, manufac- 
ture for sale, transportatloa for sale. 
Importation for sale, and exportation 
for sale of Intoddhtlng ttqaora tor 
beverage itarpoees in the Ihilted Mitaa 
and In territory salijeet to the Jute- 
diction thereof. 

To congress is reserved tbe rig^t 
to provide for the manufacture, sale, 
inportatkn and trsmaportatlon of in- 
taadcatiwg ttqeota for 
uiedliiliial, ns 

and sdentlflc perpoM* and tor tte tne

Moved by an indomitable desire to 
serve in person the victims of wounds 
and sickness, a few hundred women, 
impelled by instincts which assured 
them of their ability to endure the 
hardsh^is, ovoo^me the obstacles and 
adjust tbemselves to the unusual and 
unfemiuine circumstances in which 
they would be phu i'd. made their way 
through all obstructions at home and 
at tbe seat of war or in the hospitals 
to the bedsides of sick and wounded. 

They wwe really heroines. They 
conquered their' feminine sensibility 
at the si.ght of blood and wounds; their ; 
native' antipathy to disorder, confusion' 
and violence subdued the rebelliou'j ; 
delicacy of their more exquisite senses; 
lived coarsely and dressed and slept 
rudely; they snidied tbe caprices of 
men to whom tbelr ties were simply 
human — men often ignorant, foeliie 
minded, out of their senses, raving 
with pain and fevei. They had a still 
harder service to bear with tbe pride, 
the olBcial arrogance, the hardness or 
the folly, perhdps tbi? impertinence and 
presumption, of half trained medical 
men whom the urgencies of the case

SEASONABLE DISHES. 

Procure a good else beef tenderloin, 
silt one side open and lay In a dress- 
ing made as follows: One cupful of 
dry grated bread crumbs, one table- 
spoonful of minced parsley and one 
of mixed herbs, one tahlespoonful of 
chopped onion fried In a tablespoon* 
ful of butter. Season -with a tea- 
spoon of salt and a few dashes of pep- 
per. If' the mixture does hot seem 
moist enough, add a little more melted 
butter. Sew up the opening, and place 
strips of bacon or fat salt pork over 
It, skewering them Into the meat. 
Rub wdl with salt and dust with fioar. 
Whm thoroughly brown remove the 
tenderloin, add a tahlespoonful ot 
fionr to the pan and add a cupful of 
boiling water with two tablespoonfuls 
of chopped gherkins or pickles and 
a tahlespoonful of chopped olives. If 
sufficient salt was used in the meat 
the gravy will need none; but much 
tasting of food is necessary to make it 
palatable. 

Codfish With Oyster Sauee^The 
homely codfish is here made a dish fit 
for the best occasion. Take threo 
pounds of the fish and wash It thor- 
oughly. In the kettle place three 
quarta of water, one teaspoonful of 
salt, one onion, one carrot sliced, one 
quarter of a bay leaf, three sprigs of 
parsley and a teaspoon of pepper 
coma tied loosely in a small cheese- 
cloth. Wrap the fish In cheesecloth 
and cook slowly, not to break it. 
When the fiesh begins to draw from 
the bones, life it out and take oft tbe 
cloth and plit the fish on a hot plat- 
ter. Surround with potatoes boiled, 
then sliced. In a saucepan prepare 
the followicg sauce, to be ready to 
serve with the fish: Take two table- 
spoonfuls of butter, and when bubbling 
hot add two tablespoonfuls of flour, 
cook until smooth and thick. Add a 
pint of tbe fish broth, salt and pepper 
to taste and a pint of oysters which 
have been rinsed and finely chopped. 
Cook three minutes, draw to one side, 
add a tahlespoonful of lemon juice and 
the yolks of three eggs mixed with a 
tahlespoonful of cream. Take from 
the fire and add a tahlespoonful of 
chopped parsley. 

Cocoa Cookies.— Croam a half cup 
of shortening, add three-fourths of a 
cup of sugar, add a beaten egg and 
a fourth of a cup of milk, two cups 
of flour, four teaspoonfals of cocoa 
(dry), a teaspoon of cinn a mo n and a 
little salt Ron out and bake ii^ a 
moderate oven.

While we were in 
Wasbingtou there was a great review 
of the troops across the river. We 
drove out to see it. While It "was in 
progress tlK'i-(> was a dash made against 
some of our troops b.v the enemy. It 
was reimlscd. Liin the review was .•ibau- 
doned, and the troops came thronging 
back to Washington and we with 
them. 

"The progress of our carriage was 

slow, for the roads were crowded with 
the soldiers. To encourage tbe men 
we liei;.iii sinuin;; various songs and 
hymns, and they would Join in the 
chorus. .Vfter we had sung '.Tohn 
Brown's Body" Dr. Clarke turned and 
asked me why I did not write some 
new words for that music. I repIledL 
that I had tried several times, but*nev> 
or could seem to vrrite any good' 
enough. 

"The next niorninu just about 4 
o'clock I woke suddenly. As I lay

' INSURANCE MEETING AS 
SCHEDULEa 



Mi AGREE TO POSTPONEMENT 



Action Taken Following Receipt ot 
Message by Secretary of Confer 
encMr— SitHation Mere Hopeful. 

(Special Frankfort Correspondence.) 
Frankfort, Ky. — The conference be- 
tween representatives of fire insurance 
companies, state officials and Ken- 
tucky business meni planned for next 
Wednesday, has been postponed until 
June' 9. This action was taken fol- 
lowing the receipt of a message by 
Alfred Braiideis, secretary of the con- 
ference, from Gov. McCreary, statlBg 
that a previous engagement would 
prevent the governor's leaving Frank- 
fort and suggesting that the confer 
enee be held on next Thursday in- 
stead. Mr. Brandels sent a telegram 
to E. G. Richards, of New York, chair- 
man of the insurance interests, inquir- 
ing if Thursday would be satisfactory 
to him. Mr. Richards replied by tele- 
gram that he could not be in Louis- 
ville on next Thursday, and suggested 
June 9 as a date agreeable to him. Mr. 
Brandeis then called Got. McCreary 
on the telephone and learned that this 
date would be satisfactory to tlte state 
officials. 

Grain Rates Soon. ' 

The new rates on grain ordered by 
the Kentucky railroad commission and 
upheld by the United States supreme 
court will go into effect June 1, at 
trhich time an order of Circuit Judges 
J. W. Warrii^ton and A. C. Denison 
and District Judge E. T. Sanford. dis- 
solving the restraining order obtained 
by the Louisville & Nashville, takes 
effect. The order and opinion of the 
court, overruling a motion for an in- 
terlocutory injunction and denying to 
nineteen distilleries distribution of the 
excess rates paid into the court, was 
received by Charles 'Wiard, clwk 61 
the United States court. The railroad 
commission entered an order fixing 
rates on grain and the railroad fought 
through to the supreme court, -where 
the rate-making power of the commis- 
sion was upheld, while the Kentucky 
court of appeals sustained its author- 
ity to require reparations for excessive 
rates. The rates fixed by the commis- 
sion were the same as had been pre- 
viously in effect, the railroad hav- 
ing voluntarily reduced the rate on 
grain on nineteen distilleries. When 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
^ade a ruling that railroads should 
aot discriminate in their rates, the 
Louisvlllt: Nashville raised the rates 
to the distilleri^g, and the commis 
siODers order^ t^e ^Id rates restored 



year than any of their southern sis- 
ters. The James amendment has been 
agreed to by the house conferees, and 
if it goes through as expected Ken- 
tutiky's apportionment for farm dem- 
onstration work will be nearly |S9,000 
annnaHy hereafter, a sum equal to that 
now supplied by the federal govern- 
ment and the Rockefeller foundation 
combined. Mr. James made a brief 
speech in explanation of his amend- 
ment. It was evolved during the re- 
cent visit here of State Agricultural 
Commissioner J. 'W. Newman, who 
pointed out that, with the cutting off 
of the Rockefeller foundation funds 
Kentucky's appropriation for farm 
demonstration work would fall very 
low, about $22,000. By the terms of 
the James amendment the current 
agricultural bill carries $678,240 for 
farm work in all tlie states instead of 
9628.240. - • 



More Prisoners Paroled. 

The state board of prison commis- 
sioners, with the approval of Gov. Mc- 
Creary, has paroled a large number of 
prisoners, whose minimum term have 
expired, entitling them to paroles un- 
der the decision of the court of ap- 
peals in the John DeMoss (*ase. In 
practically all the cases the board had 
no discretion, but was compelled to re- 
lease the prisoners because the condi- 
tions precedent to parole bad been ful- 
-fiUed. Chairman Daniel E. O'Sullivan 
said regardless of what the comnids- 
sioners may think, they had to parole 
these indeterminate sentence prison- 
ers upon the expiration of their mini- 
rmim senten'-zes if their prison records 
are good and they have employment 
for six months awaiting them, but they 
are only conditionally free, and the 
commission may bring them back to 
serve out the remainder of their sen- 
tence if they violate the conditions of 
their paroles.
